American logistic and air support, he says, 
they never will. 
Writing in the July issue of Foreign Af­ 
fairs, the former defense chief traces the 
evolution of his thinking on Vietnam from 
his days as ,a hawk, prior to mid-19 6 7, to 
the present. The big change, he recalls, oc­ 
curred shortly after he succeeded Robert 
S. M cNamara at the Pentagon in March, 
19 6 8, when he concluded that the United 
States could not achieve military victory 
by tolerable means, could not afford it and, 
indeed, no longer needed it. 
“ The forces we now have deployed and 
the human and material costs we are now 
incurring have become, in my opinion, out 


of all proportion to our purposes,” Clifford 
writes. Unless imaginative and courageous 
decisions to disengage are taken at once, 
he maintains, the United States will be no 
better off a year from now after another 
10.000 
American 
troops 
have 
lest 
their 
lives. 
The article is based on arguments that 
Clifford has often made to top officials of 
both the Johnson and Nixon administration 
as well as to influential groups of citizens, 
such as the Council on Foreign Relations. 
The article was completed in early May, 
before Nixon announced the plan to recall 
25.000 men from Vietnam, but in Clifford s 
view' it remains timely. 


If the President intends to pull out all 
ground combat forces by the end of 19 70, 
Clifford said in an interview Wednesday, 
then 
his 
withdrawal 
announcement 
a t 
Midway will have been a “ signal service” 
to the nation. But he would be deeply disap­ 
pointed. Clifford added, if the withdrawals 
scheduled so far turn out to be “ purely 
a palliative to allay public sentiment.’ 


Although the Nixon administration has 
been considering a number of plans to take 
tens of thousands of American troops out 
of Vietnam in the coming year, it has refused 
to commit itself to any prearranged schedule 
of withdrawal or to any time limit. 


Moreover, the administration insists that 
American troops can safely pull out of the 
war zone only as the South Vietnamese show 
themselves able to replace them in battle. 
Clifford argues, to the contrary, that the 
Saigoii authorities would make no political 
concessions to other political groups in South 
Vietnam and would not help the United States 
to disengage until they were confronted 
with a deadline of Washington’s commitment 
to combat. 
In developing his proposal, Clifford sug­ 
gests a withdrawal of at least 100.000 ground 
combat troops before the end of this year 
and the withdrawal of the rest -- bctwec.n 
100,000 and 150,000 — during 19 70.

Three Killed 
Three constitutional amendments 
were killed, including proposals to 
establish a professional Legislature 
composed of no more than 25 full­ 
time senators and to prohibit diver­ 
sion of highway user revenue from 
road and street purposes.

Legislature 'Mel Conditions;' 
Self- Defense Bill Is Now Law

Lawmakers 
originally 
approved 
the bill with the 33 votes necessary 
to give it immediate effect upon the 
signature of the governor. 
But Tiemann vetoed the measure. 
The Legislature then overrode the 
veto with 30 votes. 
While 30 voles are all that is re­ 
quired to cancel a governor’s veto, 
33 votes are needed, to enact a bill 
containing 
the 
emergency 
clause 
allowing 
it 
to 
take 
effect 
im­ 
mediately. 
Warner asked the 
a t t o r n e y 
general’s 
office 
whether 
t h e 
legislature’s action met all prevail- 
ing constitutional conditions. 
“ We were 
unable to find 
any 
precise case which is directly in 
point,” 
Deputy 
Attorney 
General 
Gerald Vitamvas wrote Warner. 
But Vitamvas referred to a related 
court decision affecting Nebraska’s 
old bicameral legislature which in­ 
dicated that enactment of a bill and 
the vote to override a veto are 


separate and distinct processes. 
“ A bill passed on final reading 
by the Legislature and delivered to 
the governor becomes law with his 
signature or by his failure to veto,” 
Vitamvas wrote. 
“ This is an essential step in the 
lawmaking power. 
“ Should the governor veto the bill, 
which he must do in its entirety, 
with the exception of the appropria­ 
tion bill, then the next step which 
is imposed” requires an affirmative 
vole of three-fifths of the members 
to override, Warner was told. 


“ Thus, based on the facts stated 
in your letter, both provisions of the 
constitution were complied with — 
in order — and we believe that the 
bill would become effective with the 
emergency clause.”

Arab gun batteries and gucr-

southern Jordan around the 
Prince Abdullah and Damiya 
bridges. The planes attacked 
at several points along a 30- 
mile front stretching north of 
the Dead Sea. 
No planes were hit, 
the 
Israelis said, and no Arab air

encountered. 
Jordanian 
sources 
reported 
heavy 
antiaircraft 
f i r e 
throughout 
the 
raid, 
but 
witnesses on the Israeli side 
said they saw none. 
On Tuesday Iraqi artillery 
units had fired salvoes at a 
restaurant on the Israeli-oc­ 
cupied shore of the Dead Sea, 
killing an American woman 
tourist and wounding another. 
Almost daily artillery duels 
have been taking place in the 
barren region north of the 
Dead Sea.

ev ery need and leav es a lit­ 
tle left ov er. 
“We bou ght ou r hou se in 
1955. 
It

tu mbledown so we got it 
cheap. Ev en thou gh 
I’m 


partially disabled, I worked 
a few hou rs a week fix ing 
the place u p. I called it 
phy sical therapy . I u se d 
second-hand 
lu mber 
and 
patched and mended u ntil 
the hou se was sou nd and 
stu rdy . It’s worth $16,000 
today . It costs less than $50 
a month in tax es, u tilities, 
and u pkeep. 
“We bu y ou r 
food 
in 
qu antity and nev er throw 
edible food away . For in­ 
stance, a su permarket had 
a big special with potatoes 
at two cents a pou nd. So I 
bou ght 50 pou nds. We ^so 
raise v egetables and fru it in 
ou r backy ard which we can 
for u se in winter.

They want to help the 
disadvantaged — children who are han­ 
dicapped physically, mentally or culturally.

everything from helping to teach the men­ 
tally handicapped to swim to planting 
flowers in street dividers in Harlem. 
Last year Junior Troop 632 made a 
doll house, complete with carpet and cur­ 
tains, for the head start program in Plain- 
iield, N.J. They had another good idea 
for this fall. They would make touch-and- 
see books for St. Joseph’s School For the 
Blind in Jersey City. 
St. Joseph’s takes multiply handicapped 


blind children (brain injured, emotionally 
disturbed or mentally retarded! aged from 
2 to 20 on 
a daily or residential basis. 
Tactual discrimination is an important part 
of their education. 


Members of the Troop made up some 
sample books and took them over on a 
recent afternoon to get the children’s reac­ 
tion. It didn’t quite work out the way they 
had expected. 


“ G is for gauze,” Nancy Fox, 13, pro­ 
mpted, as she helped turn the pages of 
an alphabet book. 


“ Like when you fall and hurt your knee 
on the sidewalk,” Rita Jocobs, 18. respond­ 
ed excitedly as her seeing fingers stroked 
the little bU of bandage beneath felt G. 


“ What are they for?” asked Debbie Dahl, 
14. as the fingers of Michael Vuotto. 16, 
explored a safety pin, a toothpick, a rubber 
band and a paper clip attached to the 
page of another touch-and-see book.

grimy plaster casts o f the Venus de Milo 
and such heav ily fig-leafed fav o rites as 
My ro n’s Discus Thro wer and the Apo llo 
Belv edere, and so me co pies o f Bo tticellli 
Mado nnas with a lo t o f y ello w v arnish 
painted in. Ev en institutio ns lucky eno ugh 
to hav e been bequeathed so me true wo rks 
o f art, such as the Yale Univ ersity Art 


Gallery , which was fo unded 137 y ears ago , 
and Harv ard’s upstart Fo gg, fo unded in 
18 95 , used to be co ntent to sit placidly 
o n their miscellaneo us treasures, like bro o d 
hens o n a nest o f china eggs. 


The way it is no w, the directo rs and

o rganized with the first idea o f pleasing 
him. 
Two first-rate current ex hibitio ns where 
scho larly purpo se o ffers e x t r a m u r a l 
delights are “ The 
Renaissance 
o f the 
Twelfth Century ,” a sho w o f French and 
Spanish Ro manesque sculpture o rganized 
by Stephen K. Scher o f Bro wn Univ ersity 
fo r the Museum o f Art o f the Rho de Island 
Scho o l o f Design in Pro v idence, and “ In 
Pursuit o f Antiquity ,” which may no t so und 
like it but is an ex hibitio n o f Chinese paint­ 
ing at Princeto n Univ ersity ’s museum. We 
will get aro und to it in a minute. 
The Pro v idence ex hibitio n is co mpo sed 
o f 62 sculptures, and the selectio n, fro m 
22 museums here and abro ad, brings side 
by side o bjects that hereto fo re co uld be 
co mpared 
o nly 
fro m 
memo ry 
a n d 
pho to graphs. The catalo gue is a beautifully 
made additio n to the literature o n a century 
when the human spirit suddenly blo sso med 
into glo rio us ex pressio n in the sto nes o f 
BYance and Spain.
